Reliable reports have reached Ben- 
ton Harbor of a dreadful disease which 
Is playing havoc with the fish in the 
small Inland lakes near here. 
It Is 
l^sald that the fish, especially the bass, 
sun tlsh and blue gUlSi are dying off 
by the thousands. At Magician's Lake, 
a favorite fishing resort of the twin 
cities, fishermen who arrived in Ben- 
ton Harbor this morning state posi- 
tively that the surface of the water Is 
covered with dead fish and that on 
warm, days one cannot approach thei 
lake because of the awful odor. 


The same disease Is reported to be 
prevalent at Sister Lakes, although 
to a much smaller extent. 


Last year hundreds of fish suddenly 
died In Paw Paw lake and it is thought 
that a spring disease annually visits 
the fish hereabouts.

Washington, June 6.—A tornado of 
partisan debate swept over the sen­ 
ate Tuesday with Senators Hanna (0.), 
Pettigrew (S. D.) and Carter (Mont.) 
the chief figurée. 
For 
gensational 
criminations and recriminations, 
for 
bitter personalities and for poignant 
invective the debate exceeded 
any­ 
thing heard on the floor of the cham­ 
ber for many years. The lie was not 
passed directly, but the truthfulness 
of statements was challenged 
vei’y 
sharply. Senator Bacon (Ga.) precip­ 
itated the scene by repeating a charge 
made several days ago by 
Senator 
Pettigrew that Mr. Cramp, the Phila­ 
delphia shipbuilder, had contributed 
$400,000 to the republican campaign 
fund in 1S92, with the understanding 
that he would be reimbursed by con­ 
tracts for the construction of w’ar- 
ships for the government. This charge, 
Senator Bacon said, had been denied 
neither by Senator Hanna, the pres­ 
ent chairman of the republican 
na­ 
tional committee, nor by Senator Car­ 
ter, who was chairman of the com­ 
mittee in 1S92. 


Then the storm broke. Senator Han­ 
na vigorously denied any knowledge 
of such a transaction, and expressed 
his opinion that it was false. Senator 
Carter declared the statement prop­ 
erly could be branded only as a lie. 
Senator Pettigrew’ not only reiterated 
the statement, but created a tremen­ 
dous sensation by asserting that his 
authority was no less a person than 
Mr. Cramp himself, and that in a con­ 
versation with Senator Carter 
that 
! senator substantially had verified the 
* story. He also attacked Senator Han­ 
na relative to his election to the sen­ 
ate.

Then he read a clipping from a South 
Dakota newspaper in which Mr. Petti­ 
grew was characterized as a traitor 
to his countr}' and to his state, and 
declared he did not represent the peo­ 
ple of South Dakota.

“T hat Is my accuser In the senate of 
the United States, and th at is the esti­ 
m ation In which he Is held by the people 
of his own state.

He was followed by Senator Carter, 
who not only denounced the charges 
as figments of Senator 
Pettigrew’s 
imagination, but warned the demo­ 
cratic side, who were now the asso­ 
ciates of the Dakotan, that if they 
would “lie down with dogs they would 
get up with fleas.” 


Senator Pettigrew reiterated 
that 
his conversations with both Mr. Cramp 
and Senator Carter had occurred as 
he related.

In the direct line of navigation, about 
miles northwest of Seattle and 
about 176 miles northeast of Liberia, 
lies Cape Nome, the new El Dorado, 
which has given one of the most inter­ 
esting contributions of recent year» 
to the history of gold and gold mining. 
In the sands of this bleak coast, form­ 
ing the southern f aoe of the peninsular 
projection of Alaska which separates 
Kotzebue sound on the north from 
Behring sea on the south and termi­ 
nates westward in Cape Prince of 
Wales the extent of the North Ameri­ 
can continent, are hidden, perhaps, 
countless millions In gold particles so 
fine that great skill is necessary to sep* 
arate and gather them from the rocky 
granules. 
Whence oomes the golden 
sand which for centuries has been de­ 
positing at Cape Nome and of which 
each receding wave still leaves its con­ 
tribution? Prof. Angelo Heilprin, late 
president of the 'Philadelphia Geo­ 
graphical society, partly answers this 
question in the Popular Science Month- 
y- 


Prof. Heilprin spent some months of 
ast summer and autumn studying die 
physical conditions of Oupe I^ome, 
Prompted by thi* reports of marvelous 
wealth which was being found in the 
sands of Golvonin bay, and the many 
coriiicting stories whiAh reached the 
e^/St, he went to Alaska so that he 
might satisfy himself which were the 
nearest correct and at the same time 
add to his scientific knowledge. Those 
who reached Cape Nome in the early 
part of last summer, timidly venturing 
their fortunes to share in a possible dis 
covery, found, on their arrival at the 
tundra-bound

Nome, that miles of 
territory 
had 
been located as claim sites, that sluice 
"boxes were in full operation, and that 
sackfuls of gold' dust and miggets had 
been carefully laid to one side repre­ 
senting “uutjmts” of tens of thou­ 
sands of dollars. 


A new mining district has suddenly 
sprung into existence, and before two 
months has passed—that is, by 
the 
early days of September—a full front of 
tents aud frame houses took posses­ 
sion of what continuesi to remain a 
dreary and desolate expan.se of ocean 
beach—sufficiently pleasant 
in 
the 
quiet, balmy days of summer and au­ 
tumn, but woefully exposed to thehur- 
icane blast of the arctic winter—and 
gave shelter to from 3,0(X) to 4,0€0 ad­ 
venturers where formerly a few In­ 
dian Eskimos from the still farther 
northwest and King’s Island consti­ 
tuted a straggling and accidental pop­ 
ulation. This in brief is the initial his­ 
tory given by Prof. Heilprin, of the 
Cape Nome or Anvil City mining re­ 
gion, whicli he believes will almost cer­ 
tainly call to it this spring 15,(XX) to 
20,0<A) additional inhabitants. 


That the gold found in theme sands 
was deposited there by the sea, Prof. 
Heilprin seems to consider probable. 
These sands are merely the ordinary 
materials of the beach, loose and in­ 
coherent, like most seashore sands, and 
particularly defining horizons three to 
six feet below the surface. 
In reg­ 
ular stratified' layers, with- fine and 
moderately coarse gravel, they embrace 
four or five distinct layers of frag­ 
mented garnets-—called ‘‘ruby sand”— 
and it is from these, and so far ex­ 
clusively from the bottom layer of 
three to fh’e Inches thickness, that 
most of the gold is obtained. 
Each 
ruby band nearer the top seems to con­ 
tain less and less gold. 


In these ricli deposits of gold are 
brought by the sea, whence do they 
pome? 
Are they carried with frag­ 
mentary garnet and other sands from 
the inhospitable shores of Siberia, from 
some golden island of the wintry seas 
or from the bottom of the ocean it­ 
self? 
These questions interest the ge­ 
ologist, the geographer and the cu­ 
rious; but to the adventurous prospect­ 
or it is enough to know that the gold­ 
en sands are placed for his delving on 
the barren coast of Cape Nome.

TRANSVAAL CAPITAL FALLS EASILY. 


Th« OouBiMider’B ll«Bcriptton of the 
Occupation—The News Creates 
the W ildest Sort of En­ 
thusiasm In l«ondon.

London, June 6.—^The war ofBce has 
received the following from Lord Bob* 
erte; 


Pretoria, June 5.—Just before dark yes­ 
terday the enemy were beaten back from 
nearly all the positions they had been 
holdlner. and Ian Hamilton's mounted in­ 
fantry followed them to within 2,000 yards 
of Pretoria, through which they retreated 
hastily. De Idsle then sent an olflcer 
with a flag of truce into the town, de­ 
manding its surrender In my 
name. 
Shortly before midnight I was awakened 
by two officials of the South African re­ 
public, Sandberg, military secretary to 
Commandant General Botha, and a gen­ 
eral officer of the Boer army, who brought 
me a letter from Botha, proposing an 
armistice for the purpose of settling the 
terms of surrender. 


"I replied that I would gladly meet the 
commandant general the next morning, 
but that I was not prepared to discuss 
any terms, as the surrender of the town 
must be unconditional. I asked for a re­ 
ply by daybreak, ae I had ordered the 
troops to march on the town as soon as 
it was light. 


“In his reply Botha told me that he had 
decided not to defend Pretoria, and that 
he trusted women, children and property 
would be protected. A t one o’clock a. m. 
to-day, while on the line of march, I w as 
met by three of the principal 
officials, 
w ith a flag of truce, stating their wish 
to surrender the town. 
It was arranged 
that Pretoria should be taken possession 
of by her m ajesty’s troops at two o’clock 
this afternoon. 


"Mrs. Botha and Mrs. Kruger are both 
in Pretoria. 
Some few of 
the 
British 
prisoners have been taken away, but the 
m ajority are still at W aterval. 
Over a 
hundred of the officers are In Pretoria. 
The few I have seen are looking w ell.” 
Drank Lord Roberta* Health. 


London, June 6.—Queen Victoria, 
surrounded by the duke and duchess of 
York, Princess Chriatian, Princess Vic­ 
toria and many other notables of her 
court, drank to the health of Lord Rob­ 
erts and the army at Balmoral last 
evening. A great bonfire, lighted at 
her m ajesty’s command, blazed on 
Craiggown mountain, illuminating the 
country for miles around. The nation 
joins in the toast, glorifying Lord 
Roberts and turbulently rejoicing in 
his victory. 


Scenes In London. 


London, June 6.—^England has been 
celebrating the fall of Pretoria very 
much as she did the relief of Mafeking. 
Drunkenness has been a trifle less than 
when Baden-Powell was the hero of the 
moment, but in London and in other 
large towns the scenes were practical- 
Ij' a repetition of those which marked 
the other victories, and long after mid­ 
night uproarious yelling, the tooting 
of horns and discordant chants ascend­ 
ed from city streets usually at such an 
hour as silent as the grave. During 
the evening processions marched along 
the Strand, Piccadilly and the other 
leading thoroughfares. 
In fact, so 
great was the crush that the easiest 
method of locomotion was to join one 
of the processions for whose strident 
choruses and waving il:i"s all traffic 
was stoppiMl. 
Coaches and cabs were 
freely charrered in honor of the joy­ 
ful occasion, and these were soon so 
packed with invited 
and 
uninvited 
guests that they assumed the aspeet of 
living 
pyramids 
of 
bacchanalians. 
Babies in arms, white-haired women, 
girls of the street, clubmen in evening 
dress and Whitechapel costermongers 
intermingled along the flaring thor­ 
oughfares, bent upon celebrating the 
victory. Into the faces of all W'ere con­ 
tinually thrust white peacock feath­ 
ers, described, for no known reason, a« 
“Kruger’s persuaders.” Girls were in­ 
discriminately 
kissed, 
jostled 
and 
tossed around amid the ecstatic jubila­ 
tion of the midnight erow’d. A species 
of confetti, which stuck to the cloth-. 
ing of the recipient, proved a popular 
form of showing one’s exultation until 
the stores of the peddlers ran 
out. 
Then the night grew older and rowdy­ 
ism of the worst form held sway. Prom 
almost every barroom came sounds of 
inebriate attem pts to sing “God Save 
the Queen” and “Rule Britannia.” 


In the music halls and theaters the 
mention of Lord Roberts at Pretoria 
brought every audience to it<5 feet in a 
second, and it was almost impossible 
for the performers to hold the interest 
of those in front of them. Every build­ 
ing possessing an illuminating device 
used it for all it was w’orth until the 
metropolis was ablaze with light. The 
clubs on Pall Mall were lit up with 
huge torches and the staid old street 
of murky buildings was scarcely rec­ 
ognizable. Around Marlborouirh house 
and the war oilice the crowds continued 
thick.

Elsewhere it is asserted that the vice­ 
roy has ordered troops to oppose the 
further landing of parties from foreign 
warships and that the troops now en­ 
gaged in operations are desijjned to 
prevent further foreign reenforcements 
reaching Peking. 


Tien-Tsin, June 6.—News has just 
been received from the viceroy, through 
the men he sent to Yung Ching, that 
Mr. Norman, of the North China mis­ 
sion, was murdered Frid'ay or Satur­ 
day. 
It is thought that the viceroy 
knew of Mr. Norman’s murder at the 
time of Mr. Robinson’s. 


Washington, June C.—At the cabinet 
meeting Tuesday Secretary Hay read 
a cablegram from Minister Conger at 
Peking to the effect that the situation 
in China was very unsatisfactory, and 
that even in Peking great alarm wns 
felt. 
The minister w’ill be given wide 
discretion in dealing with these new 
conditions.

London, June 6.—A dispatch to the

4. says: The situation is very serious.

And a genius 
he became. Kot all at once,imt gradually, 
ss the seasons melt one into ai^other. El« 
Cario cax«d for nothing but his boy. He 
was £l Carioca soul. The father thoui^t of 
the son night and day; he worked for him; 
he Bàved for him the profits from the Bmall 
fruit shop that the boy might have comforts 
and a higher education : 


The boy showed no early signa of exalted 
intellectUAlity. He was a bright child, tall 
and strong, and quick as a young gazelle. 
He had big brown eyes and a dark skin, 'ja 
which the rich carmine came and went like 
passing aha^ws. He loved his father atx>ve 
all else, and he liked to be with him about 
the shop outside of Echool hours. And £1 
Cario would watch him eagerly, gloatingly, 
and listen to his childish talk, while trying 
in his mind to determine in what way the 
boy would be great. But Alex grew to be 
ten years old and evinced no indicatici) of 
greatness other than a refined sendtiveness 
and a detemunation to have his own way. 


One nfight there vr&s a severe storm and 
El Caño left Alex alooe in the shop while 
he went dcrwn the street to do an errand. 
When he returned he saw Alex standing on 
a high stool drawing fanciful faces and fig* 
ures with his index finger on the heavily 
steamed show windows. 


Dropping his packages, £1 Cano stood in 
open wonder beiore this first sign of 
genius. Then, rushing to the boy, he clasped 
him in his arms, he kissed him, he patted his 
black hair, he caressed him, while he cried: 


“Thanks be to Our Lady ! Ah, my boy, my 
boy! 
You are great, you are great! You 
will be a Raphael, a Murillo, a Millet!’* 


The nest day Alex was sent to the Art In­ 
stitute to begin an artist’s career. And the 
next night a feast was prepared in the liv­ 
ing rooms back of tlie fruit sliop, and the 
few intimate friends of El Cario were bid­ 
den to the repast. Tliey came in holiday at­ 
tire, the men in corduroy velvet and loose 
blouses, the women in full flowered petti­ 
coats and bright waists, ■v\*itli kerchiefs and 
bits of ribbon. They brought their violins 
and zithers, and after the feast there %\*as 
dancing—«dancing according to the gmce and 
rhythm of Italy. 


It was the first event of its kind Alex had 
ever enjoyed- It was all delightful to him 
—the feast, the merrymaldng, the dance, 
and, above all, tlie music. He himself drew 
a bow across the violin, and laughed at liis 
awkwardness. He pioked at the strings of 
the zither until he liad mastered tlie scale. 
Then he was taught a few chords by Gabril- 
lia, and was proud of his success. 


“Hear, father,” he said, “I can make 
music myself. I had rather be a zither play­ 
er than an artist." 


And thus it was that the little Alex was 
taken from the art school and went to study 
music. 


Year» passed by, yet El Cario never once 
lost faith in his son. Alex was his soul, 
and the boy's soul was music. 
He had 
grown from a tall, straight lad to a tall, 
straight man, yet still with the viind CMslor- 
ing. All the refinement of his art liad en­ 
tered into his being and was reflected in his 
deep, dark eyes. His hands ■^vene exqui.site 
in their shapeliness, and he had a broad, high 
brow. Women loved him. They listened to 
his music and sighed, or laughed, or Avept, 
according to the way he played. But he 
heeded them not. His one desire was to 
produce aometliing great—something that 
should live long after him. 


“I will do it jt‘t,” he would say. “Talk to 
me, father. You inspire me." 


El Cario woukl then talk of what Alex had 
already accomplished. Ho would tell how 
he made tlie decisión IxitAveen music and an 
artist’s life. He knew the great comiK's- 
ers by heart. He would tell how Beethoven 
lalwred and struggled for the success that 
finiilly came. He would tell of Mozuirt, of 
Wagner, Ck;unod, Ihuidel, of tliíúr early 
trials, aJl tlie wliile holding his son’s hand 
and gazing in liis face like a woman in lovf*. 
And Alex woukl listen wluLe his eye-j 
kindled Avith u sulxluetl light, and pattini,' 1C! 
Cario’s shoulder he wou’.d arise and returii 
to his work witli renewed energy and in­ 
spiration. 


At length Alex found the keynot-e of what 
could not but i)rove a »ucees.-!. It was u 
strain of chonls that rose and fell like the 
mummr of w'oodland voices, then, ri^in^ 
loud like an «vaLanclxe, tlu,- notes would tlrujj 
again and die away like the dijiping of an 
oar in still water. El Cario was jubilant and 
urged him on to complete tlu? work. 


“Just a little more and you míII have a 
masterpiece," he said. 


And .iUex labored, applpng himself to the 
task almost night and day. The piece was 
to be produced as an opera, and it had to be 
rcAvritten again and again. The young com­ 
poser lost the deep carmine to liis cheeks 
and the roundsd lines of face and form. 
He grew more restless, more sensitiTe, yet 
his 'W'ork JkB would not stop long enough for 
a walk on the boulevards. Before he l»egan 
work on the piece wliich he said should place 
his name with the great composers he took 
fencing and boxing lessons, and now this 
was his only exercise. Every day El Cano 
would bxing the trainer and Alex ^TOuld 
spend an hour, or a half hour, or only tea 
minutes, with him, to please liis father, and 
then return again to his work. 


The “firet night" arrived at last, with all 
the arrangements complete. 


“To-morrow*, father, we, will go away. 1 
am ill. For days my head has pained, and 
to-day I felt something snap, right hare," 
said Alex, placing his finger between his eye- 
Lrows. 


Tlie curtain rose ijefore e vast audience. 
All the gnejit ladies and people of the eity 
W'ere there. Musicians had come from far 
distant cities. It seemed to ICl Cario that 
tlie greatest of the whole workl was [ireiynit. 
The applause was deafening. lianderchiefn 
waved, fans lluttercil, flowers fell in show­ 
ers. The trium¡)h was perfect. The genius 
liad assei*ted itself and conquered. A Avorld 
was at his feet. 


El Cario i-ufilied back of the curUiin to em­ 
brace his son, to bring him before the ador­ 
ing audience. He searched in vain. FiniUly 
he heard his voice from a distant dressing- 
room. He threw’ open tlie door and listened. 
Tliere, singing willily the soft notes of his 
opera, fencijig with space, knocking the fur­ 
nishings riglit and left, and keeping tliree 
men off, stood Alex—mad! Mad with the 
pain in his head and the music in his heart, 


“Don’t do 80, Alex," pleaded El Cario, 
“Come with me to the people. 
You are 
great. They want you. Come.’' 


But Alex only laughed a maniac’s laugh, 
and raising his walking stick sword he 
•napped it over a table. 


The m xt morning, as the fii^t rays of 
light c r^ t into the room, Alex died, with 
the music of his life on his Ii|^. Eeverenlly

How the Fall of Pretoria Was 
Celebrated. 


Berrien County Woman Tells It As 
_ 
She Saw It. 
^ 


Toronto, Cananda, June 1, 1900, 
E d i t o r Ev e n i n g N e w s : 
A s your 
paper is bo extensively read by many 
«x-Canadians, as well a^ others inter­ 
ested in news from “South Africa,” 1 
thouirht you might like a report of how 
Toronto received the news of 
the 
capture of Pretoria. 


Canadians are f^enerally regarded as 
a staid and conservative people, but 
they have in this case fairly outdone 
the Yankees in their enthusiasm. 
iN.i When the telegram was received 
./here Wednesday at 11 p. m. Telephone 
^essafires were sent around the city 
4ind many church bells rang furiously. 
Stisam and other whistles and fog horns 
sounded and the city became aware of 
something stupendous. Almost simul­ 
taneously thousands ot people crowded 
the streets in all directions and took up 
the cry of victory for the British troops 
«t Pretoria. The excitement' was so 
great that in some instances women 
rushed 'out bf their houses in their 
night apparel and one man was seen 
rushing along the street with one leg 
•of his trousers on and the other leg in 
his hand. 


Bands were playing, tin horns were 
blowing and bonfires were built even 
in the linea of the street railways, and 
one point as fast as a conductor un­ 
dertook to scatter the fires they were 
good naturedly shouldered 
by the 
erowd and carried blocks away, until 
'^t last the police had to go to their 
< Yescue that the cars might pass on. 
This, for Toronto in the night, on 
the first impulse of the joy, and /if any 


in the city slept through it all, I think 
they will fall to hear the trumpet of 
the Angel Gabriel when he comes. 
This kept up all night, and in the 
morning ihe governor general issued a 
proclamation of a holiday, and so the 
rejoicings and the crowds and fiag dis- 
play-3 were kept up through the entire 
twenty-four hours, with fire rockets 
and more boafires at night again. 


The Yankees get up some great cele­ 
brations and patriotic displays, but I, a 
Yankee, never saw such an impromptu 
celebration, and it was agreed that 
Toronto never had such a holiday be­ 
fore. Of course the stores, or shops, 
as they are called, were closed, and on 
one door I noticed the sign, ‘^Gone to 
Hunt Kruger.’* 


The valiant service donei by the 
Canadian troeps in the *‘South African 
War” brings satisfaction to the people 
of Canada and in the prospect of an 
early end of the war one is reminded 
of tne feelings of our country, when 
Lee surrendered to Grant, and the 
great American rebellion was ended. 


I must not omit to mention that in a 
gay procession I saw, the crowd was 
singing, “We’ll hang Paul Kruger to 
a Eour apple tree, as we go marching 
on,” again remindincr one of our battle 
and rallying song, “John Brown’s body 
lies a mouldering in the grave, as we 
go marching on.” I think that rally­ 
ing feong, or some paraphrase of it, is 
now heard in nearly every land under 
the sun. 


I hope this morning’s report of the 
death of Agulnaldo is correct—if the 
good God will let him go to heaven, 
and ihat thus will end the war in the 
Philippines.

cept the handshaking and possibly ex­ 
cept Hanna’s “Glad to see you.” Min­ 
ister Wu receives ordinary callers at 
the legation most informally. 
His 
conversation show's th a t he is pre­ 
pared to make the call a pleasant in­ 
cident. Strangens in the city who ven­ 
ture to press the electric button of the 
egation’s front door for a chance to 
address ihe oriental displomat are as­ 
tonished upon seeing, as the 
door 
opens, a colored youth, smiling and 
sho^ving his row of white teeth. The 
callers hand him their cards and en­ 
ter and are seated opposite the main 
staircase. 
Presently the minister is 
seen descending alone and the visitors 
wonder when the interpreter will ap­ 
pear. The minister advances most un­ 
ceremoniously and rather bluntly asks 
w hat Is the purpose of the call, and 
by th at time It is plain why no iater- 
ireter has been called into service.

vigorous, good-looking, 
gray- 
leaded man in silk speaks the tongue 
of Shakespeare and Washington with­ 
out effort and w ithout much foreign 
accent.

(The Chinese Minister, Wu Ting Fan«, Oo- 
Inff to a Wedding.) 


Minister Wu said, in startlingly fa­ 
miliar tones: 


“Well, w hat can I do for you?” 
The minister was asked if he had 
received by mail any further Informa­ 
tion as to what had taken place at 
Peking when the world was informed 
th a t the emperor had been deposed, 
even slain. 


“There is z h > change,” replied Mr. 
Wu. “The emperor still reigns. Things 
are just as they were except th a t an 
heir apparent has been appointed.” 


A few moments later the subject of 
conversation was Li Hung Change 
“What is Li’s position now?” was 
asked. 


“He has ju st gone to Canton as vice­ 
roy of the province.” 


“Is that any lower position than he 
has held?” 


“Not any. It is a high honor to gov­ 
ern such a great province—a post of 
great power and honor. 
He is like 
the viceroy of India and could hard­ 
ly hold a higher place in the empire.” 
The minister said in regard to the 
commerce of the United States with 
China that it would grow if this coun­ 
try treated his people well. 


The Chinese legation is a large, gray- 
stone mansion, nearly new, at the cor­ 
ner of Nineteenth and Q streets north- 
w’est. The neighborhood is most aris­ 
tocratic, and the house is one of the 
finest and most thoroughly modern in 
Washington. It was built by a capi- 
tallstfrfor his home and the fact that 
he leased it to the Chinese goes far to 
discredit the g-osslp about Washington 
that this oriental displomatic family 
testa the endurance of the interior of 
a building. It is asserted th at reckless 
Americans, rushing pell-mell to a re­ 
ception given on agenerou.splan at the 
Chinese legation, have wrought havoc 
%vith hangings, rugs, brie-a-brac acd 
woodwork. 


At the residence of Minister Wu it 
may be said th at the latchstring is out 
most of the day and evening for call­ 
ers, while at the British legation the 
house is open only from IX a. m. to 8 p. 
m. 
At the Turkish legation the min­
